The  term  of  these  nevr  officers  v/ill  take  effect 
in  June  1956. 

Mr.  Gilbert  Cam,  Mmccutive  Assistant  of  the  Ue\;  York  Public  Library, 
next  spoke  on  the  Library,  its  collections  and  facilities,  ^fter  v/hich, 
three  groups  \rcrc.  formed  for  guided  tours  through  the  library,  v;ith  spe- 
ial  visits  to  the  Map  Room  and  the  Rare  Book  (Reserve)  Division.

Spring  meeting  of  the  Ex.ccutivc  Board  ajid  ^*dvisory  Council  was  held 
at  Hotel  Schroeder  in  Idlv/aukce  from  liarch  1-3.  The  Geography  and  I-.'ap 
Division  was  reprosetned  by  the  Chairnaji,  Bill  II,  Koods. 

I’inajnccs  of  the  ^-.ssociation  v;^rc  discussed  in  great  detail.  As 
announced  previously  the  Bxccutibc  Board  has  voted,  subject  to  approval 
by  the  membership  a.t  the  ^jinual  Business  Ileoting  on  June  7  in  Pittsburgh, 
to  incrca.se  dues  for  a.ctivc  members  to  fifteen  collars  and  for  associate 
members  to  ten  dollars.  If  the  increase  is  approved  it  v/ill  taJ:c  effect 
on  January  1,  1957,  This  still  leaves  the  problems  of  how  to  meet  a 
$11,620  deficit  in  the  1956  budget  unanswered. 

Several  suggestions  for  cutting  cicpcnscs  and  for  increasing  income 
arc  being  explored,  ^..s  the  institutional  membership  is  one  of  the  two 
t;/pcs  of  membership  which  pays  its  own  way,  a  drive  is  unden-ray  to  increase 
this  type.  Representatives  of  institutions  ere  being  urged  to  join  also 
as  active  members,  ^-ssociatc  m..mbcrs  v;ho  aarc  active  in  the  field  should 
bo  encouraged  to  become  active  members  of  the  ^-ssociation. 

Other  action  taken  a.t  the  meeting  vrhich  will  be  of  special  interest 
to  Geography  and  Hep  Division  members  v/as  the  a.pproval  by  the  Executive 
Board  of  $300  for  initial  typing  of  the  Guide  being  prepared  under  the 
chairmanship  of  Dr,  ’’.■V-ltcr  U,  Ristovr, 

In  other  action  the  Board  found  it  necessary  because  of  local  hotel 
conditions  in  Denver  to  change  the  site  of  the  1958  SLn.  Convention  to  the 
Hotel  Sherman  in  Chicago  from  June  8  to  Juno  14, 

^i.t  a  meeting  of  Division  chairmen  the  Pittsburgli  Convention  program, 
problems  of  publishing  Division  bulletins,  and  a.  proposed  ^JjA,  survey  of 
bibliographic  resources  vrere  discussed.  Some  relief  for  the  plight  of 
Division  treasuries  nay  be  in  sight.  The  bibliographic  survey  vrauld 
seem  to  be  closely  related  to  the  past  and  present  activity  of  the  Geog¬ 
raphy  and  Hap  Division,  namely  the  collections  Directory  and  the  Guide.

Comnents 
and  suggestions  should  be  sent  to  the  author. 

Interest  in  acquiring  maps  and  in  organizing  map  collections  in 
government  agencies,  universities,  end  public  end  special  librerios  v/as 
ronev/ed  or  in  many  eases  aroused  by  ’.brld  ’.‘ar  II,  A  recently  published 
directorj'^  of  map  collections  in  the  United  Stc.tcs  end  Canada  lists 
more  than  five  hundred  collections  \7hich  range  in  size  from  fcv;er  then 
one  hundred  maps  to  more  than  2:1;  million  maps.  These  collections  require 
staffs  v/ith  as  great  a  range  in  numbers,  from  the  services  of  a  part-time 
person  to  more  than  one  hundred  persons.  In  each  year  since  1945  many 
libr£.rics  have  assigned  either  a  part-time  or  a  full-time  staff  member  to 
organize  and  supervise  a  map  collection,  iiap  librarianship  as  a  career 
for  geographers  v/as  ac!aio\;ledgcd  in  a  pamphlet,  “A  Career  in  Geography”, 
issued  in  1954  by  a  joint  committee  of  the  ITational  Pesearch  Council  and 
the  Association  of  ^mierican  Geographers. 

As  more  persons  are  employed  full-time  in  map  libraries  tlian  in  ge¬ 
ography  collections,  and  as  the  rate  of  establishment  for  nev/  map  librar¬ 
ies  is  greater  than  for  geography  book  collections,  special  attention  will 
be  given  to  a  curriculum  designed  to  train  library  specialists  in  the 
field  of  iiirps.  The  sai'.ic  curriculum  vrould  seem  to  meet  the  needs  for 
training  prospective  geography  librarians.  Uhilc  fev;  separate  geography,’- 
libraries  exist  the  crqohasis  on  collecting  book  materials  for  use  by  ge¬ 
ographers  is  substantially  greater  nov/  than  it  v;as  formerly,  ilcmbcrs  of 
the  Geography  and  llap  Division  of  the  Special  Libraries  ^association  have 
made  helpful  suggestions  and  have  reviev/ed  the  suggested  curriculum. 

Geography  is  the  study  of  the  interrelation  of  such  elements  as  cli¬ 
mate,  relief,  soil,  vogetalion,  population,  land  use,  industries,  and 
political  states.  The  distribution  of  these  elements  is  used  by  the 
cartographer  as  the  subject  matter  for  his  maps.  The  map  and  geography 
librarian  deals  v;ith  all  these  and  with  other  elements. 

History,  geologjr,  agriculture,  topograpliy,  and  transportation  arc 
the  most  important  subject  interests  in  map  libraries;  any  suggested 
training  needs  to  talce  these  into  account.  Common  to  all  collections, 
though,  is  the  interest  in  the  geographical  area;  few,  if  any,  r.iap 
librarians  can  function  effectively  v/ithout  a  good  loiovrlcdgc  of  geography.

In  a  single  hour  to  the  map  lihrar- 
icji  in  Cw  general  collection  may  come  rea.uests  from  a  geologist  for  a
